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Lent Begins With Ash 
Wednesday, March 7 


Lent is the season of forty days 
preceding Easter, not counting Sundays. 
The word ‘Lent’ is from the Anglo-Saxon 
Lencten, meaning spring. It is a period of 
fasting and of penitence observed in the 
church from very early times. By using 
these days for deepening the devotional 
life the faithful Christian is better 
prepared to enter into the sufferings of 
Christ which are particularly recalled 
during Holy Week, and also into the joyous 
triumph of Easter. For many centuries 
Lent has been a period used by the church 
for the preparation of those desiring 
baptism or confirmation at the Easter 
season. 

W.T. Scott Jr., pastor of Central Church, 
Atlanta, suggests that we spend these 40 
days and 40 nights in busy and active 
resistance to those forces’ within and 
without that ‘‘crucify Christ a-fresh’’ in 
this day and age. We cannot defeat these 
forces, but we do have the power of 
resistance. 

Self-denial makes sense, if it is petition 
to the brother whom we have seen as well 
as the God whom we have not seen. 

Suffering makes sense if it is suffering 
with and not holding oneself aloof from the 
weak, the poor and the deprived. 

We do not come to Jerusalem or its 
suburbs as the morally pure attempting to 
keep our skirts clean, but as penitents with 
the power of the cross signed on our 
foreheads to resist the evil that is being 
done to our brother in whom we have seen 
the face of Christ.

The 
issue, a copy of which has been sent to 
every pastor of the U. C. C., contains 
major articles on evangelism. In truth, 
evangelism — the big ‘‘E’”’ — has become 
one of the urgent concerns of the U. C. C.!

Nicaragua Earthquake 


The earthquake which leveled Managua 
on December 22-23 brought a quick 
response from the Service Division, 
UCBWM. Within 24 jhours of the 
earthquake, $5,000 was authorized to care 
for wounded Nicaraguans. Gus Keuther, 
UCBWM missionary in Honduras, con- 
tacted Al Bartholomew at his home in 
Lancaster, Pa., through a ham radio 
network and ourlined actions taken in 
Honduras to meet the needs of wounded 
evacuees from Nicaragua. The evacuees 
were placed in hospitals in Honduras as 
well as Costa Rica and other neighboring 
Central American countries. 

Church World Service has issued an 
appeal for $500,000 for the Nicaraguan 
earthquake disaster, most of which will be 
used in long-term rehabilitation and 
rebuilding. Of the $500,000 requested from 
major Protestant and Orthodox Churches 
in the U. S., the United Church Board for 
World Ministries hopes to provide at least 
$50,000.
